Pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.705(d), Applicants respectfully request that the Patent Term 
Adjustment ("PTA") for this Application be reduced from 591 days, as indicated on the front page 
of the patent, to 422 days. 

According to the Patent Term Adjustment History, Applicants are responsible for 0 days of 
delay and the PTO is responsible for 591 days of delay.
